A letter to the American Booksellers Association received by them 
on the occasion of their 42nd Annual Banquet at the Hotel Astor, 
New York City, May 6, 1942. Its message is of paramount interest 
to Librarians and all who live by and with books. 


RRRRRRRRRASRRRERRRFFRSFARDRRIAI 


I snourp have liked to be with you in person to 
extend my greetings and talk to you, for I have been a 
reader and buyer and borrower and collector of books all 
my life. It is more important that your work should go on 
now than it has ever been at any other time in our history: 
in a very literal sense you carry upon your bookshelves the 
light that guides civilization. I need not labor the contrast 
between the estate of books in the free democracies and the 
estate of books in countries brutalized by our foes. 

We all know that books burn—yet we have the greater 
knowledge that books can not be killed by fire. People die, 
but books never die. No man and no force can abolish 
memory. No man and no force can put thought in a 
concentration camp forever. No man and no force can take 
from the world the books that embody man’s eternal fight 
against tyranny of every kind. In this war, we know, books 
are weapons. And it is a part of your dedication always to 
make them weapons for man’s freedom.
